But there is one 
signature we get on chécks principafly 
which is more remarkable than 
either of these. The letters are all the 
same hvight, and will react(Trom top to 
bottom across the face of a check. At 
first glance nothing can be’ made of it, 
but if you follow the line carefully yon 
can unravel the name, and “yon will be 
surprised at its plainness.

‘‘We come across some very curious 
signatures, and some mighty bad ones. 
Those of Ben Butler and Horace Greeley 
are famous for their ugiiness, but they

‘‘How do you make them out?” 

‘Generally the contour suggests the 
name, though no letters may be formed, 
Sometimes | know a name at first glance, 
when if I try to analyze it 1 am thrown 
olf the trackentirely. Probably once or 
twice we have had to write to find out 
what a name was, but generally when 
they are too much for me, the register of 
the banks will give the name. When 
we come across a new signature that is 
particularly hard to make out we make a 
record of it, so that whenever we see 
that same combination of odd characters 
we know what it stands for.” 

‘Isa bad signature a sign of ignor- 
ance?” 

“By nomeans. The worst signatures 
are those of educated men, generally 
bank officials. They are always written 
freely and quigkly. Write your name as 
fast as you and see what it lorks 
like. That's the way it’s done, These 
men have to write their names so often 
that they get to making the quickest 
combination of characters possible, and 
adopt it as their signature.” 

“What is the easiest signature to 
forge ?” 

‘One that is extremely bad or remark- 
Spinner used to write the 
worst signature of any man in this de- 
partment. Yet there were a dozen clerks 
who could counterfeit itso perfectly 
that no one could tell the difference. 
The perfect Spencerian signature, how- 
ever, is the easiest to imitate. One of 
the best signatures! have ever seen is 
that of the new treasurer, Jordan. It is 
beautiful to look at—-as clear and legible 
as engraving——but I don’t think it could 
be counterfeited. He can write his 
name quicker than any man i ever saw. 
Assistant Secretary Faircbild and Third 
Auditor Williams write their names well, 
too. 

‘*The most ponderous signature I ever 
struck was that of Drake De Kay, who 
was assistant adjutant geveral under Mc- 
Clellan. When he signed letters and 
papers of various kinds they used to be 
spread out on the floor, where the sun 
would strike them, to dry. Thisisa 
fact. Idon’t know what he used to 
write with, but I think it was a stick.” 

‘*‘Do you ever come across apy for- 
geries?”’ 

‘*Yes, but the large majority of them 
are innocent. They grow out of ignor- 
ance. Sometimes checks come in with a 
man’s name signed to them, and when 
we come to look over the papers in the 
claim against whicb the check is drawn 
we find he can’t write at all and has used 
a mark only. Then, of course, we know 
there has been a forgery committed. 
But it generally turns out that the man 
has had some one sign his name for h: 1,

The ascending 
scale is easy enough: Five added te 
twenty is twenty-five per cent.; given 
any sum of figures, the doubling of it is 
an addition of 100 per cent. But the 
mioment the change isa decreasing cal- 
culation, the inexperienced mathema- 
tician betrays himself, and even the ex- 
pert is apt to stumble or go astray. An 
advance from twenty to twenty-tive is 
an increase of twenty-five per cent. ; 
but the reverse of this, that is, a decline 
from twenty-five to twenty, is a decrease 
of only twenty per cent. There are 
many persons, otherwise intelligent, wha 
cannot see why the reduction of one 
hundred to fifty is not a decrease of one 
hundred per cent., ifan advance from 
fifty to one hundred is au increase of one 
hundred per cent. The other day an 
article of merchandise which had been 
purchased at ten cents a pound was re- 
sold at thirty cents a pound, 
a profit of 200 per cent.; 
whereupon a writer, in  chroni- 
cling the sale, said at the beginning of 
the recent depression several invoices of 
the same class of goods, which had cost 
over thirty cents per pound, had beer 
finally sold at ten cents per pound, a loss 
of over 200 per cent. Of course there 
cannot be a decrease or loss of more thar 
100 per cent , because this wipes out the 
whole of the investmeut. An advance 
from ten to thirty is a gain of 200 per 
cent.; a decline from thirty to ten iss 
loss of only 66% per cent. The New York 
Sun prides itself on tue exactness end 
purity of its style, and indulges in fre- 
quent criticisms of its contemporaries: 
but in its description of the great or- 
chid sale, it affirma that ‘‘some of the 
highest priced plants brought 150 per 
cent. less than Mrs. Morgan paid for 
them.”’ Of course, if nothing was real. 
ized from them, this would on'y be 100 
per cent less than they cost.—New Yor4

THE NATION’S CURRENCY. 
Tbe annual report of the Hon. H. W. Can- 
hon, c mptroller of the currency, shows that 
during the year ended November 1, 1885, 145 
banks were organized, with a capital of $16,- 
038,(0), and circulating notes were issued to 
these new associations amounting to $4,274.,- 
910. Since theestablishment of the nationa! 
bank system on February 2), 1863, there 


have been organized 3.405 national 
banks. Of these 432 bave gone into

Under the provisions of the original Na- 
tional Currency act of February 25, 1863, 
banks organized hada period of succession 
not exceeding twenty years from the date of 
the act. Tue National Bank act of Jane %, 
IS}, superseding that of February 25, 1865, 
provides that each national bank shali have 
succession for twenty years fromi tite date of 
its organization. The act of July 12, 1882, 
permitted the extens on of the corporate ex- 
tstence of national banks for twenty years, 
and under its provisions 1,160 associations 
have extended their corporate existence, of 
which number SU! extended during the year 
ending November 1, 1885. A larger‘number 
of banks expired by limitation during the 
year 1885 than have or will expire during any 
year prior to 1900. 

Notwithstanding the organization of new 
banks, the aggregate amount of bonds on de- 
posit to secure circulation has, during the 
past year, diminished from $325,516,300 to 
$508, 94,550, and the net decrease in circula- 
tion during the year has been $15,545,461. The 
reduction in circulation has been less than 
was estimated by the comptroller in his last 
annial report, as no United States bonds 
vave been called for payment during the 
year ending November 1, 1885. 

The co.nptroller proposes that the tax on 
circulation be removed and the amount ot 
circulation which national banks are per- 
mitted to issue be increased to the par value 
of the bonds deposited by them. Even if this 
be done the national bank note circulation is 
still liable to reduction and final payment of 
the debt of the United States. The comp- 
troller adds: 

‘While the bank note circulation of this 
couutry is steadily increasing, there has been 
no reduction in the total circulation medium 
in the United States. the reduction in the na- 
tional bank currency outstanding baving 
been more than met by the coinage of the 
standard silver dollar and the issuance of 
certificates thereon.”

AGRICULTURE. 


THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
NATIONAL COMMIS LONER, 


Various Suggestions in Regard to 
Farming Interests. 


Commissioner Coleman, of the National 
Agricaltaral department, in his annual re- 
port says the year which opened in gloom. 
threatening the destruction of winter crops, 
js closing with bright prospects of abundance 
for man and beast, ;} rodaced at a cost which 
is not a burden to the producer, and to be 
‘ sold at a price which is not a barrier to the 
poor consumer. 

He says it has become more apparent that 
a more intimate relation is necessary bet ween 
the several agricultural and experimenta) 
stations and the department. The colleges 
were endowed by Congress. They are now 
separately carrying ov experiments without 
apy central head ft which to report 
ani compare resu'ts e submits that the 
department should have authority to avail 
itself of the peculiar advantages offered by 
thess institutions in order to test the adapta- 
bility of new seeds to various sections. 

The law establishing the bureau of animal 
industry he says, does not authorize the 
s'augh‘ter of animals affected with conta- 
gious diseases. The characteristics of pleuro- 
pneumonia make it a difficult disease to ex- 
tirpate except Ly the slaughter of affected 
animals and the slaughter or quaran 
all that have been exposed. Such is now the 
policy of most civilized nations, He de 
scribes the serious effect u our for- 
eign trade iv life stock resulting from the 
existence of contagious diseases among cat- 
tle, and says that the reduciion in the value 
of cattle in the affected States has been enor- 
mous. 

In the entomolgical division the work has 
greatly increased during the year. Much 
atte ition has been given t» agriculture, and 
the work in respect to silk culture has ‘been 
much extended. 

The statistician of the department has a re- 
view of the course of agricultural production 
luring fifteen years, which shows an esti- 
mated increase in corn of 37,000,000 acres, or 
80 per cent; in wheat, of 20,000,000 acres, or 
105 per cent; in oats, of 15,000,000 acres, or 
142 per cent: in all cereals taken together, 
67,000,000 acres, or ¥i per cent. 

Thé com nissioner says that many import- 
ant medicinal p!ants are perfectly adapted to 
our climate. and could be cultivated in per- 
fection: aud it would ssem well that means 
should be taken to give them a proper trial. 

The commissioner says that efforts should 
be made to arouse the people to the dangers 
which threa'en us through the destruction 
of forests. ‘Arbor days” should be instituted, 
the science of forestry should be taught in 
schools, and the organization of local and 
State forestry societies should be encouraged. 

In view of the continued destruction of 
the timber on the government lands, and the 
importance of pr.serving sueh portions of 
forests as are adjacent to the head springs of 
rivers, or which may be needed for climatic 
or other reasons, be urges that the further 
sile of timber lands belonging to the govern 
ment ought to be suspended until @ survey 
shall reves! what portion may be sold with- 
out injury to the country and what ought to 
be permanently bell in the forest condition. 

e commis iovner says that particular at- 
tention has be-n given to improved methods 
of distributing seed: He cal's attention to 
that feature of the law which anticipates a 
report of experiments from tbose who receive 
seeds, andsaysin «a vast majority of cases 
this design of law is not met antis not likely 
to be, He suggests for consi leration whether 
or not some systematic plan of co.operation 
may not be fixed upon between the depart- 
ment and members of Congress by which the 
former can bave a better control over the 
distribution of seeds than it now has, and 
make the distribution a condition precedent 
to acompliance with simple but important 
requirements 

The comnuessioner describes the result of 
the work of the microscojncal division in the 
discovery of a tnethol of detecting counter- 
feit butter. and sa\s that the unparalleled in- 
crease during the past few years in the manu- 
facture and sale of vurious compounds, 
fraudu'ently repre ented to the public as but- 
ter, threateus «etruction of the legiti- 
mate dairy busine-s—an interest of the 
largest magnitude. Itis not, he says, com- 
pe‘ ition with dairyimen that is deprecated, but 
tho simulation of the trus dairy products, 
the use of impure substances an the dishon- 
est sale, at high rates, of products otherwise 
of little value, practices which demoralize 
trade, defraud honest industry and deceive 
the buyer. 

To protect the public from these deceptive 
practices he earnestly recommends the prompt 
passage of a Jaw by Congress to prevent the 
continuance of this business except under 
such regu ations as the nec: s3 ties of the case 
demands, the enforcement of the law, if 
thought advisable by Congress, to be placed 
under the control of the internal revenue de- 
partment, 


PIRATES ON A STEAMER 


The Captain “Stabbe! and Thrown 
Overboard by Passengers. 


The British steauer Greyhound, Captain 
C. W. Sieder, trading between Hong Kong 
and Pakhoi, left the former port recently on 
one of her regular trips with 120 passengers 


and ageneral cargo. When the steamer was 
about seventy mies southwest of Hong Kong 
about forty apparent y innocent passengers 
who were scattered over the vessel suddenly 
opened fire with revolvers on the unsuspect- 
ing officers. The captain attempted to reach 
the chart room to arm himself, but was met 
with a volley from the pirates and was stab- 
bed ani throwa overboard.
